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A. In 1931 and 1932 I held the honorary position of Stendartenfuehrer, 


leader of the Stendart. Beginning with 1935 I was chief of the office on 
literature and publications of the SA, respectively of the offices of philoso- 
phy of the SA and cultural aspects of the SA. 

Q. The prosecution makes the following quotation: "The brown legions 
of Adolf Hitler possessed in the newspaper, "SA Man", an official organ 
which is equally the mouthpiece and the educational instrument of the supreme 
leadership of the SA, as well as the sounding board and the testing ground of 
its will, ite spirit, and the performance of the troops." Can you conálude 
from thet statement by Ernst Roehm that it was an official organ of the SA? 

COLONEL GRIFFITH-JONES: What is the number of that document? 
MR. ASCHENAUER: It is the edition of January 6, 1924 of the 
"SA Man", Page 35. 

A. Undoubtedly it wes the intention of Boehm to make the "SA Man" the 
official orgen of the SA. However, the development tock another course and, 
efter the deatn of Koehn, the organ could not be considered any longer the 
official SA organ. 

Q. From an economic point of view, was the "SA Man" owned by the SA 
leadership? 


A. No, the paper did not belong to the SA, but to the centrel publishing 


house of the Party. | / 
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©. If that is so, why remained under the title of the paper the "SA Man" 
the words, "The official organ of the supreme leaderBhip of the Nazi Party"? 

A. The "SA Man" faced great difficulties, and Hitler moet reluctantly 
approved of it w as an official organ of the SA. 

(recess) 

Q- If things are as you described, why did the heading, "official organ 
of the supreme SA leadership" remain in the heading? 

A. I did mention already that the creation of the paper was accompanied 
by severe difficulties and that Hitler had hesitated very much to approve of 
wa tne SA P i to keep the heeding, that would have meant the end of 
the paper and the leadership remained hopeful that, at a later date, the "SA 
Man" would become actually kkkx its organ. 

Q. If tne "SA Man" was not an official organ of the SA leadership, why 
did gauleiters and SA group leaders support that magazine? 

4. I cannot recall that any geuleitere supported the "SA Man." I do 
recall that SA group leaders and SA units did support the "SA Man", and they 
had economic reasons, for awards were given for those who supported the "SA Man." 

Q. What condition prevailed in regard to the "Gruppenbeilafgen", 
tne special section of the "SA Man" which every district of the SA had printed 
end inserted in the paper? 

A. The "Gruppen beilagen" depended upon the propaganda done by SA 
leaders. 

Q. Did the individual officers of the SA supreme leadership have any 
influence on the contents of the "SA Man"? 


A. They didn't have any influence. However, the individual officers of 


the SA supreme leadership were in a position to publish in the "SA Man" official 


announcements and public notices, for instance in regard to athletic events or peas

New Years! messages by the Fuehrer or members of the staff of the"SA Man", 


and also orders which were of general interest. These could be published in 


the "SA Man" just as well as in any other paper. But they did not have any 


influence on the political contents of the "SA Man." 

©. Were the editors employees of the SA, or employeee of the Eher 
Publishing House? 

A. They were employed by the _rher Publishing House. 

Q. Did the supreme SA leadership never try to bring about a Change of 
relationship between the "SA Man" and the SA leadership? 

A. Between 1935 and 1939 I repeatedly tried to gain control of the "SA 
Man", and was supported in these attempts by the SA leadership. However, all 
those attempts failed, due to the opposition of the editors and the publishers 
of tne "SA Man." 

Q. Were there any conflicts resulting from those attempts? 

A. Yes, conflicts arose because the supreme leadership of the SA decided 
to have & training organ for tne SA leadership/while, on the other hand, ine 
editors and publishers of the paper decided to have a newspaper in tne journal- 
istic sense of the word--oig headlines, etc.-<which would appeal not only to 
the SA membership but to the people in general. 

Q. Is that the reason why certain articles went beyond the framework of 
the Sa? 

A. Yes, that is tne reason. And, above all, the editors and publishers 
wanted as much as possible a list of the subscribers to the "SA Man." And if 


the "SA Man" had been the paper the SA leaders wanted, the number of subscribers 


A 


would have been decreased. 
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Q- What is the real reason for the suspension of the "SA Man"? 
å. At various occasions officers of the SA, of the Party, and of the 


Propaganda ministry had objected to the contents of the "SA Man", and the 


last event which led to the suspension of the "SA Men" was an article which 
written 
was/mk& on the Festival of the Amazons, which was held in connection with 


the "Brown Band" horse races in Munich. That event, the Festivel of the 
Amazons, was no concern at all of the 8A, and the order which prevented the 
further appearance of the "SA Man" originated directly from Adolf Hitler 

and stated that the "SA Man" was suspended because it had repeatedly violated 
the regulations of the Nazi press and that the order covered not only that 
paper but all other succeeding papers as well. 

Q. What possibility to influence the circle of Nazi members did the 
"SA Man" have? 

A. Generally the possibility to influence the SA membership has been 
exaggerated and over-estimateà, because only a certain fraction of the membership 
received the "SA Man." Furthermore, there existed collective subscriptions 
through which the SA unit received the paper and handed it on to the individual 
members. Thai delayed the delivery for ueny weeks. The newspapers, there- 
fore, were often antiquated when they reached the SA men, and in many cases 
were not even distributed anymore when they reached the unit. In many instances 
the SA sturme met only once in many months and in rural areas less frequently; 
on those occasions the "SA Man" @as to be distributed. Furthermore, after 1933 
in the ranks of the SA there wes a general tendency to be hostile toward Nazi 
Party reading material. 


0. Was the "SA Man" used for training purposes? 


A. (@mmmraikxkx Generally, in most units, it was used for the purpose, because

the Hauptamt, the head afxthm office of education and training, did not approve 
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of it as a means of éducation and training. 

Q. Would it be fair to say that the "SA Mar" was used by outside forces 
to cultivate a spirit which was not approved by the SA leadership? 

A. The SA leadership intended to train the members on ethical lines. The 
newspaper, the "SA Man", sometimes followed a journalistic line which was not 
absolutely in accordance with those ethical lines. But I do not believe it 
was the intention of editors and publishers to implant into the "SA Man" such 
lines as the SA leaders intended. They only intended to have as many subscribers 
as possible. 

Q. Did there exist a compulsion to subscribe to tne "SA Man"? 

A. No, no compulsion whatever. 

Q. What is the maximum number of copies of the "SA Man" ever printed? 


A. I don't recall the numbers, but, if I remember correctly, they are 


imprinted on each issue of the "SA Man." The only figure I remember is that 
(1435 1) 


the publishers told me in 1939 thet 200,000 copies were printed. Of these 


200,000, 150,000 went to the SA~-which would mean that, considering the fact 
that there were 3,000,000 SA members at that time, twenty SA men had to share 
every week one issue of the"SA Man." I was told that later on the number was 
higher than 200,000. 

Q. We are now coming to a very difficult subject. The Prosecution supports 
its case by articles which are considered to indict the SA. I make reference 
to articles referring to the "living room" policy. PS 3050. It seems that the 
difficulty was created by taking sentences out of an article and quoting them 
or 


af the heading of an article without paying attention the article in which these 


ercerpts were found. I am referring to the article Xxxwhkzk published on January 5, 


"2 


1935, referring to the German living space. The Prosecution assumes, on the 
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basis of the title of that article, that it demonstrates ageressive tendencies. 
I will not read the entire article, but a little notation will show you the 
real sense of the article: 
(MR. ASCHENAUER reads article in German. This is not translated.) 

COLONEL NEXAVE: Must you read all this? Can't you show the witness the 
article and then question him concerning it? 

MR. AXCHENAUER: The matter is that the contents of the article refute 
the assumption based on the title of the article. 

COLONEL NEAVE: xaxrx& You are not going to read all this before the 
Commission” 
MR. ASOHENAUER: What I want to prove is the following: The Prosecution 
has used quotations and headings without giving the connection. The quotation 

which I want to submit to the Commission will prove that the contente of the 
article do not bear out the meaning of the title; consequently I want to read 
this and ask a question of the witness. 

MR. MASE: May we see that article, sir? 

COLONEL NEAVE: Have you no copies? 

MR. MASE; No, sir; this does not appear in our book; 

COLONEL GRIFFITHAJONSS: Perhaps I can help both Mr. Mase and the Commission. 
I was going to ask that, when this witness has finished, the cross-examination 
be postponed until the Prosecution has had an opporünnity to sec some of the 
documents to wnich Dr. Aschenauer is going to refer. Dr. Aschenauer did 


indicate to me that he was going to refer to passages ot which we have no 


translations. I spoke to Dr. Aschanauer and told him that I was going to make 
p 
this application, and he very reasonably said that, gif you in your EAEE cross- 


examination were going to refer to documents which I have not seen, I also will 
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need time to consider them. I, therefore, arranged with him that, if the 
Bonmiesion would grant my request for an adjournment, I would indicate to 

him before the witness was recalled for examination, to which articles I 

wxxiX intended to refer. It might, therefore, if you are agreeable to that 
course, save time now in the examination chief, if the articles about which 

Dr. Aschenauer wishes to ask him a question were shown to the witness and the 
questions asked. We would have that on the transcript and mx know what was said 
about the articles. We could find out moreá during the interval before he is 
recalled for crosse-examination. 

COLONEL NEAVE: Yes, Mr. Aschenauer, that seems to me to be much the best 
solution. Ask the witness the questions now, afd we will allow a postponement 
of the cross-examination until the Prosecution has had time to examine the 
documents. 

MR. ASCHENAUER: I definitely will have to quote a few articles, and I 
would like to stress that, if translations of those articles are not here, it 
is definitely not the fault of the Defense{,bdecause maxx much of those articles 
have been mentioned by the Prosecution and not by us. I do need those quota- 
tions also because I want to avoid the creation of a new document book which, 
in its four translations, of course would require a huge amount of time and 
effort. Furthermore, one must keep in mind that the direct impression of 
evidence on the Tribunal is not guaranteed, and therefore it is necessary that 
those matters are contained in the proceedings. 

COLONEL NEAVE: The question of translation must be discussed with me 
afterwards. Do we really need to discuss this any further? 

COLONEL GRIFFITH-JONES: The articles to which he is referring mmx will 


have to be translated, so that the Prosecution will know what it is about.

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When the witness is cross-examined, the exhibits can be put in in the way in 
which you have been attaching them to transcripts until now.

j living space. The Prosecution confused domestic and foreign policy; and, to 


prove thet, I must quote those five articles to tne witness. The quotations 
are relatively short. The one which I just read was the longest one. The 
others are on an average of four or five sentences. 

COLONEL NEAVE; But I do not understand why you annot show these to the 
witness, examine him, and £xxkxxixkm having the articles translated afterwards. 


The quotations will be then attached to the transcript, ame four witness should

show the discrepancies to which you refer. 
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MR. ASCHENAUER: I must£ten follow the following procedure of showing 
the witness one article after another, and I am afraid that xm would consume 
more time than the procedure I have been following. 

Mh. MASE: I don't want toÁnterfere in the proceedings, but this evidence 
which is suppbied by the Prosecution is documentary evidence. Actually, am if 
these documents were submitted and attached to the transcripts, they would 
amount to ff good evidence. And therefore it is completely unimportant what the 
witness says. It is a question of fact what these articles mean in connection 
witn the titles. Consequently, why question the witness about these? Why not 
consider them as documentary evidence? I say this without any desire to interfere.

COLONEL NEAVE: Mr. Aschenauer, Emy the Connissioaymake this wuling. You 
may ask the witness ab&t the discrepancies in these articles you which you 
refer. You may quote short passages from those articles which are relevant, 
and you may show the witness copies of the articles when you are examining him.

Q. The Prosecution kx submitted another article entitled "Nation and Spece", 
& geopolitical reflection which appeared in the issue of April 2, 1935, Page 13. 
On tne basis of g the quotation which I have just read to you, is that articie 
concerned with aggression, or rather with cultivetion and settlement m in the 
interior of Germany? 

COLONEL NEAVE: We are going to have a trenslation of those articles which 
he does read, aren't we? 

COLONEL GHIFFITH-JONES: We will be quite satisfied without the trenslation. 
If you will let the witness look at the thing, it will save time, and we can 
have the translation later. 

COLONEL NEAYE: We don't want you to read the entire article. The point is 
to have him look at the article. It is perfectly simple; you may reed in German 
short passages. Otherwise, show the witness the article. 

K COMMANDER a ii If the court please, this is a mechanical aid: I 
suggest that the Counsel underline the passages he reads so that we oe know 
which passagee are to be translated. 

MR. ASCEENAUXR: Now the suggestion I have made is that I discuss with the 
Prosecution the articles which have been submitted by the Prosecution.

A. The article makes use of the terms "living space" and "working space", 
and uses both words in the same sense and with the same meaning. The article 
points out that there is need formore space so that the enemployed can be 
employed again. 

Q. Reference ighede to an article, "Space and People", Page 3 of the 
issue of October 14, 1938. In connection with the quotation I just read to you, 
I ask you, "Was there any intention tc include Germans living kx abroad in 
the term, "living space"? 

A. There was no intention of including Germans living amar abroad in 


the term "living space."
